They showed 
that the Marine Hospital Service, organized 
under the guidance of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, was amply able to take charge of yel- 
low fever epidemics, or any other of that 
nature, and prevent their spread as effl- 
ciently as was the National Board of Heal h, 
and the expense of keeping up the last men- 
tioved organization would be omitted—a 
saving of perhaps $15,000 per annum. It was 
further shown that certain officials of the 
Health Board had been openly charged with 


keeping up, if not creating, the yeilow fever

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 14.— The strong- 
est orders have been sent to the Governors of 
Beyrout, Damascus and Aleppo to take ex- 
ceptional-care to secure public order and pre- 
vent an outbreak of the natives.

A DEFENDER OF ISLAM. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Augus 16.—Museulman 
jurists, whom the Sultan frequently consults, 
explain that Arabi Pasha, iu so far as he dis- 
obeyed the Khedive, is a rebel, and may be 
unceremoniously treated as such, but in so 
far as he has been a defender of a Mahom- 
medan country against the aggressive desig:)s 
of Christians be has merely fulfilied the duties 
of agood Mussulman, and consequently the 
Sultan cannot make common cause with Eng- 
land. The Sultan may punish Arabi Pasha if 
some act of rebellion is proved against him, 
but he must not associate himself with those 
who wish to crush Arabi Pasha as a defender 
of Islam. Acorrespondent says that this will 
greatly io fluence Turkish military actiqn.

BRUEOCKNER’S DEAT. 
The Coroner Details the Manner of its 
Occurrence. : 
To-day the Corouer consiuded the inquest 
begun yesterday on the body of Frederick 


Brueckner, who was run over and killed by 
a Missouri Pacific passenger traio Saturday 


even at 6 o’clock. Ottilia Brueckner, the 
%s wife, testified that he nad been a 
la in Howard & Evans’ brick vard at 


Howard Station, He was 45 years 
old, a German by birth. He leaves four 
small children for the witness to supvort. He 
been brought home dead at 6 o’clock 
Saturday. 
John L. Leahey, the engineer of the train, 
testified that he worked for the Missouri 
Pacific Raifroad. On Saturday his train was 


a little late and he wis running at 
the rate of thirty-five miles an 
hour when the accident occurred. 


When at the crossing of the Laclede fire 
brick and pipe works he first noticed the de- 
ceased step on to the track about thirty or 
forty feet ahead of the train. Witness whis- 
tied three times, but it was too late, as the 
train was running so fast. John W. Leatb- 
er-, fireman, testified to substantially the 
same facts. He stated that ai 
tue place where _the mar was killed 
more care is usually exercised on account of 
(bere being so many roads leading across the 
track. The man was only seen when thirty 
or forty feet distant, as at that point there 16 
a curve in the track. When Brueckner was 
struck he was bumped slong the track aud 
finally cast to one side by the cow-ca'cher. 
E. T. Howard, one of the proprietors of 
the brickyard, testified that he heard the 
whistie blow three times, but did not reco! 
lect abodt hearing the bell ring. The train 
was moving verv rapidly. He considered the 
locality very dangerous. Three team be- 
longing to him had been caught and killed 
by the cars at chis point. This occurred be- 
caure no Warning was given by the approach- 
ing trains. The Coroner rendered the fol 
lowing verdict: Tue deceased came to his 
death at about 60’clock p. m. August 12 
from the effects of a shock and internal in- 
juries received on the Gratiot road, by being 
struck by engine No. 302, of train No. 2 of ihe 
Missouri Pacific Raiiway Company, a few 
minutes before his death, due to the excee 
ingly rapid speed of the train.“

An Interesting Interview With Minister 
Resident Halderman. 
: From the New York Mail and Express. 

A Maii and Express reporter had an in 
view with Gen. John A. Halderman, Unite 
States Minister Resident at Bangkok, Siam, 
to-day, at the Sturtevant House. It will be 
remembered that the General was appointed 
as Consul to the Siamese capita’ under Pres:- 
dent Hayes and went there in 1880. He was 
subsequently promoted to be Consul-Gen- 
eral by the late President Garfield. Gen. 
Halderman returned to this country in Feb- 
ruary last, and now is about to depart fer 
Siam as Minister Resident. The 
Government of that country was 
esvecialiy desirous of having the 
General created a Minister. The King stated 
that if adiplomatie corps were stationed a! 
Bangkok he would send an emissary here. 
King Chulaloukora bas had bis wish gratified, 
and ia return seods us, as the permacen 
representative of Siam, Prince Prisdang, who 
is now on his way to this country with à royal 
suite. In speaking ab ut the Prince, Generai 
Halder man «aid: He is a young man of cul- 
ture, baving red and traveled cvnsiderably. 
He speaks English and French quite wel’, 
and is familiar with the progress made in ‘he 
arts and sciepecs outside his native land. 1 
think that the Uvired States have done wisety 
io estatdishing full diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two countries. France and E g- 
land bave diplomatic agents at Bangk k, but 
this country is the first to send a Minister 
Resident there 

“How about our trade with Siam?” the re- 
porter asked. 

It is not as good as it would be pro- 
vided there were more ships going 
there carryiog our flag. We suppiy the na- 
tives with kerosene oil, and I observed a 
number of Fairbanks’ scales and American 
watches. But if we had more bottom. afloat 
we could supply Siam with cotton fabrics, 
taking the business away from the European 
carriers. Now, before I went abroad I was 
opvosed to subsidies, but Lam nowin favor 
of them. I would do our Goverameant no 
harm to spend some money on ships fur com- 
merce.’ 

„Wbat are the sources of revenue of the 
Siamese? 

„We, mainly teak wood, rice and fish.” 

“What can veu say of the G vernmeut!“ 

„It is absoluie monareby. The King bas a 
Council of State called the Seneb di, but 1. 
is MY opiuion that the Klug is Kug, and that 
the Council merely nod their heads at what- 
‘Ver Coulaloukorn says.”

Since ne went into office he ba 
made some improvemeuts that have been of 
advantage to the masses.

He has im- 
proved the mai! factiities of his kingdom aud 
talks of joining the Postal Union. ILudeed, I 
would not be surpri-ed if, turough bis eff rts, 
the telegraph and railroad would sbortiy ap 
pearin Siam. His dome-tic virtues are pe- 
culiar. He has, it is said, some Lbirty wives. 
His fayoitie is u half sister of the ate Queeu 
and, strange to say, she is also bis owu hai! 
sister.” 

“What progress is Christianity making in 
the kingdom?’ 

“IT understand that the Catholic missiona- 
ries have made three thousand conversion» 
lately. The Protestants do not do quite so 
well. There seems to be a charm in the 
Cathdiicfurm of worship which fascinates 
the Bud ihists and leads them caprive.’’ 

„Has the Kiog a political adyi-er?’’ 

“Yes: t believe he consult» a govd deal his 
Prime Miuister, one Sudawong, the sou of 
the ex-Regent. He is a shrewd diplomat. 
Indeed, if you want weak diplomats, ou 
must go elsewhere than to Stam to find 
them.” 

„Are the people perfectly satisfied with

‘The nobles are very friendly to foreigners 
and fond of lavish displays. The lower 
classes are very frugal, living for the most 
part on rice. The women are quite attract- 
ive, ard not so conservative as Lue females of 
other Eetern countries.“ 

„Dia the King send avy present by you to 
this county?” 

„He ordered a block for the Washington 
monument; it is a stone from the Herat hills. 
He has als ordered a collection of pictures 
represcuting Siamese life and customs, wich 
wit: be forwarded te the National Museum.” 

“Didwyou find many English-speaking peo 
ple in Siam??? 

‘‘Onty about 300. Aud let me also say that 
it is a rare thi: gto see an American ship in 
Siamese Maler. I did not observe more thar 
haf a dozen in two vears ”” 

„Nou were decorated by the King, were you

‘Yes. I recefved the decoration of the 
white elephant fur my services ian suppress 
ng ‘he sale of opium aod sanchu by certain 
Amesieans, who thought that they cuuid ar- 
ry Ou the traffic under the protection of our 
flag.
